Father Eckert came to America 
shortly after his ordination and 
taught at St. Mary’s Seminary at 
Techny, Illinois for 12 years. 

In addition to teaching at the 
seminary, Father managed the in- 
stitution's program of retreats for 
lay men and lay women. He'ma- 
naged the retreat program from 
1917 through 1921. He traveled 
from church to church in and 
around Chicago trying to spread 
word of this new spiritual enter- 
prise which for the first time in 
the United States had recently been 
operated on an organized basis by 
the Divine Word Missionaries. On 
Thursday the priest would put 
aside his classroom work and tuck 
a bunch of posters under his arm. 
Knocking at rectory doors:he would 
explain to the pastors the work he 
was doing and would ask permis- 
sion to leave posters where men 
and women of the parish could 
read them. He supplemented this 
work with frequent articles in the 
Divine Word Missionaries’ maga- 
zine. Father Eckert preached many 
of the retreats at St. Mary’s as the 
program caught on with the laity.

"Dg J. Tevens listed some of these 
hopeful signs yesterday: 

-New research developments 
give added support to the theory 
that human leukemia is caused by 
a virus. In recent months virus- 
like particles have been found in 
human leukemia cells which have 
been made to grow in laboratory 
test tubes. If the evidence is con- 
clusive that leukemia is caused by 
8 virus, the possibility opens up of 
finding a preventive or treatment. 

~—In its 1965 compendium of 
facts and figures, the American 
' Cancer Society reports a slight but 
steady drop in the leukemia death 
rate since 1960, and predicts there 
will be no increase this year in the 
number of leukemia deaths. 

——JContinuing progress in the use 
of drugs and other therapy is pro- 
longing the lives of leukemia 
patients from weeks to years. 

“Despite these hopeful signs,” 
Dr. Levens warned, “we must re 
cognize leukemia for what it is — 
an incurabie cancer of the blood- 
forming tissues which this year 
will take the lives of 6,800 men, 
4,800 women, and over 2,400 child- 
ren." 

Pointing out that the mortality 
rate of leukemia has increased 50 
per cent in 20 years, and that there 
will be some 17,000 new leukemia 
vietims this year, Dr. Levens said, 
"we must follow up all research 
leads with all possible speed.” 

The American Cancer Society, 
Dr. Levens said, grants more 
money to research in leukemia 
than to any other site of cancer. 
In. March, 1964, there were 76 ACS 
gfànts in effect directly or in- 
directly related to leukemia, in 
the amount of $2,281,810, bringing 
to nearly $12,500,000 the money 
ACS has given for research in this 
field in the past seven years. 

The research must be continued 
and expanded, Dr. Levens added, 
to support investigators who are 
, seeking to establish the virus causa- 
"tion of human leukemia, who are

Madras is a popular fabric for 
clothing these days. Adding gar- 
ments made from madras to your 
own wardrobe or that of other 
members of your family may give 
you another stop-and-think-before- 
you-wash item. 

“Genuine” madras fabric, as ori- 
gnated and produced in India, is 
dyed with fugitive dyes — which 
mean that the colors are not “fast 
and bleed freely during washing. 
As the dyes run in the water, they 
tend to blend with each other. 
This is considered an advantage 
because the result is a rather uni- 
que muted effect. 


The mass-produced American 
versions of madras, like most other 
American fabrics, are made to our 
high consumer standards of wash- 
ing-ability. They are colored with 
fast dyes, and therefore, are un- 
likely to fade noticeably even after 
a long series of washings. 

But most brightly colored fabrics 
tend to have a little excess dye on 
the surfaces. This excess dye may 
bleed during the first few wash- 
ings, so it is best to launder these 
garments separately at first. 

One way to get around this 
Separate laundering is to put the 
madras garment through a series 
of several sudsings during the 
first washing, each followed by 
plenty of rinsing. Once the excéss 
dye is removed, it may afterwards 
be safely laundered with colored 
clothes. '

Father Eckert was appointed 
Pastor of St. Anselm Parish in 
Chicago on June 10, 1932. During 
his pastorship there he celebrated 
his silver jubilee in the priesthood, 
February 14, 1934. 

The missionary continued a 
search for converts through all his 
years in Chicago. The Sisters of the 
Blessed Sacrament gave very able 
and unselfish help in preparing 
converts for baptism. When Father 
Eckert left St. Anselm Parish July 
23, 1940 to become first provincial 
of the Divine Word Missionaries’ 
Southern Province, he numbered 
3,400 converts as the fruit of his 
campaign for souls. 

He chose to set up his provincial 
office in Bay Saint Louis, the home 
of St. Augustine’s Seminary and 
the Divine Word Messenger. While 
provincial Father Eckert wrote 
prolific articles for the cause of 
Negro converts and Negro clergy. 

On June 1, 1948 he was succeed- 
ed as provincial and went to 
Canada to begin St. John Baptist 
Seminary at Granby in the Pro- 
vince of Quebec. The new founda- 
tion had hardly got under way 
when a fresh assignment saw him 
traveling over the country deliver- 
ing talks about the Colored mis- 
sions of the South. 

On January 15, 1952 still another 
appointment came. He was made 
pastor of St. Rose de Lima Church 
in Bay St. Louis, Mississippi. After 
only one and one half years at St. 
Rose, Fr. Eckert was reassigned to 
his former work of delivering talks 
about the Colored missions. It was: 
during this assignment that he: 
celebrated his Golden Jubilee, 
February 14, 1959. 

The day prior to his death the 
62nd Negro Divine Word Mission- 
ary priest celebrated his first Mass 
in Bay St. Louis, Mississippi.
